Action Near on Patman Surplus Bill 


Dealer Measure May Be Sole Legislation to Control War Goods Disposal; 


Rausch or Bricker May Succeed Sorensen at Ford; 
NADA Conferences to Study Dealer Problems 


The House Small Business committee 
decided late last week to press for 
immediate favorable reporting to the 
House of the Patman surplus prop- 
erty bill. An effort will be made at 
once to get the bill out of the Banking and Currency com- 
mittee. It is felt that the measure, embracing all NADA 
recommendations, is the most thorough document dealing 
with the surplus goods situation of any offered and fur- 
nishes even better protection to the retail trade than the 
Baruch plan. In many respects, the Patman bill and the 
Baruch report are similar, however. 

One plan now being discussed is to drop the surplus 
property control features from both the O’Leary and 
George-Murray bills and substitute the Patman bill, in 
slightly amended form, as a separate bill to take care of 
surplus goods only, and particularly commodities.

plus truck and car sales. Congressional activity should not 
be taken as an indication that there has been any disagree- 
ment between the government and retailers. The Baruch 
report declared that the plan should first be put into effect 
by an executive order and that legislation should follow. 

Those steps are being taken in regular order. 

Already Procurement has issued instructions to its re- 
gional offices to sell 1940 and later model vehicles to dealers 
only, after federal and tax-supported agencies have been 
circularized and given an opportunity to purchase; 1939 
and older models will be offered at once to dealers only. 
Vehicles will be sold “as is,’ and each vehicle will be sold 
separately, with OPA price ceilings governing. The govern- 
ment reserves the right to limit the number of vehicles 
awarded to any one bidder, and invitations to bid will be 
furnished to dealers only. Minimum time allowed for bid 
opening shall be 21 days from date of issuance.

Another ‘Too Late’ 


For Transportation? 


Industry leaders feel that the ODT’s wartime truck 
rehabilitation program, which calls for the rebuilding 
and overhauling of trucks by the use of rebuilt engines, 
transmissions and rear axles on an exchange basis, is 
a dead herring being dragged across the path of truck 
parts, tires and new-vehicle shortages. 

: = 

These experienced men point out that, to put an 
exchange rebuild line into operation, it first takes units 
in the hands of the rebuilders and, since the most critical 
bottlenecks in the “in-use” trucks is in the older models 
and heavier jobs that were built in small quantities, 
they wonder where ODT plans to have the rebuilders 
get the initial units. 

Next, they point out that there aren’t enough replace- 
ment parts available now to patch these jobs up and 
keep them going. So where are we going to get the 
extra replacement parts that such an ambitious program 
demands? 

If the units are to be rebuilt by the manufacturers— 
either the vehicle or parts makers—it will take a 
different type of mechanic than is used in manufacturing 
the original unit, and these men are terrifically short 
in the maintenance shops of the dealers and branches 
now and certainly aren’t available to the manufacturers 
in the numbers needed.

In either case—if the factory is to be expected to 
do the rebuilding—it would necessitate each factory 
setting up from a minimum of six to as high as 12 
assembly branches across the country to eliminate excess 
freight charges and loss of time. And the factories have 
neither the manpower nor the equipment to do such an 
expansion job, even if they had the time. 


_And under any plan of operation, before an exchange 
unit rebuilding program can be effective, the need will 
be over or transportation will be beyond help. 


Ray Rausch, director and Rouge 
superintendent, and M. L. Bricker, a 
vice-president and head man at Wil- 
low Run, are mentioned most promi- 
nently as the successor to Charles E. 
Sorenson, Ford production genius, who parted company 
last week with the Ford empire he had served for 39 years. 
Whether Sorenson resigned or was fired was the subject of 
much speculation in the press, but the 62-year-old Danish- 
born vice-president announced in Miami, Fla., that his 
resignation was due to ill health. Henry Ford, vacationing 
in Georgia, and Personnel Director Harry Bennet, visiting 
his ranch in California, made no comment. 


Sorenson, a director of the Automotive Council for War 
Production since the death of Edsel Ford last spring, joined 
Ford Motor Co. in 1905, two years after its founding. He 
is credited with creating the moving assembly line through 
the simple process of throwing a rope over his shoulder and 
towing a Model T chassis through assembly to time the 
processes and establish production-line technique. He 
supervised erection of the huge Willow Run bomber plant 
and was credited with bringing about many of the changes 
in the Ford car over the years. In the 39 years, Sorenson 
held the titles of assistant superintendent, general superin- 
tendent, general manager, vice-president in charge of pro- 
duction and finally director of the company. He was one of 
the highest paid men in the auto industry, receiving in 
excess of $200,000 a year.

Urged by Truman 


WASHINGTON. Industry should 
return to unrestricted civilian pro- 
duction as quickly as materials are 
released from the war effort. 

A national service law is imprac- 
tical and unnecessary. 

Go easy on any over-all Govern- 
ment planning, with complex rules 
and regulations on postwar busi- 
ness. 

Limit government controls over 
resumption of civilian goods manu- 
facture. 

Leave manufacturers free to 
exercise their ingenuity in re- 
suming production of any items 
they choose from surplus mate- 
rials not needed for war. 

There you have, by and large, 
the outstanding recommendations 
of the now-famed Truman com- 
mittee, made available to the gen- 
eral public early last week. 

The committee expressed its 
views in its third annual report to 
the Senate on its investigation of 
the national defense program, de- 
claring in an overall statement that 
“so far as war production .. . is 
concerned the major battles have 
been won.” 

The rather bulky document of 210 
pages emphasized, however, that its 
recommendations for “strengthen- 
ing the home economy” by releas- 
ing further materials “does not en- 
tail waste or soft, luxurious living.” 

Manufacture of automobiles, 
for instance, cannot be resumed 
now, the report said, because of 
conflict with uncompleted por- 


women and older, retired men 
would hesitate to leave their 
families and homes for new un- 
certainties in other parts of the 
country. 

Secondly, it predicted that other 
workers would be lost to the na- 
tion’s total labor force—even in 
manpower shortage areas-—because 
“the inability to obtain civilian 
goods destroys a large part of their 
incentive to work.” 

“Third,” it added, “we must 
understand that we are dealing 
with the entire United States and 
that sudden ending of employment 
in one area does not mean that 
those who are thereby deprived of 
the means of livelihood can or will 
be transferred instantly to an area 
where employment and shelter will 
be available to them. 

“The country is too vast, our 
economy too complex, and _ the 
knowledge by workers of conditions 
in other areas too fragmentary to 
support any such expectation.” 

In that same connection, it ex- 
pressed belief that enactment of a 
national service law was too drastic 

ja remedy for curing the manpower 
oer which still exist in cer- 
tain parts of the country. 

This stand against placing all 
civilians under government orders, 
jas soldiers and sailors are, was 
[ee largely on the ground of the 
complexity of the operation. 

Having kept a critical eye on the 
war production record since March,

Dealers Protest || 


$140 Boost for Truck || 
Leaves Retailer Out 


WASHINGTON. — Charging 
that the action violates stand- 
ard trade practices and failed 
to consider dealers’ increased 
costs of doing business, NADA 
officials Thursday protested to 
OPA on the latter’s granting of 
a $140 wholesale price increase 
on Chevrolet trucks without 
allowing an increase for the 
retailer. 

Under Order No. 158, OPA has 
granted the $140 wholesale in- 
crease on the 160-inch wheelbase 
truck Chevrolet is now making 
for civilians, but prohibited 
dealers from adding more than 
the $140 to their retail price. 
Upon learning of the order, 
NADA officials Dave Kelly, 
Dave Castles, Clare Cargile and 
Charles Bishop filed a protest 
with OPA, pointing that OPA 
under its founding order cannot 
upset standard trade practices. 

While OPA ponders the pro- 
test, members of the House 
Small Business committee and 
members of the Senate were re- 
ported as angry over the matter, 
believing that the action consti- 
tutes a serious attack on estab- 
lished business.

as a result of earlier recommenda- 
tions of the committee, but de- 
clared the reduction “will produce 
only limited benefits to the civilian 
trucking industry.” 

It was pointed out that the 
War department saving on new 
trucks is to be accomplished by 
factory reconditioning and re- 
building of its existing vehicles 
but that the program will thus 
“absorb some of the facilities 
which would have been used for 
the production of new trucks” 
and “consequently the benefit to 
the civilian trucking industry, al- 
though important, will not be 
sufficient to alleviate the short- 
age of trucks.” 

Viewing efforts to increase parts 
supply, the investigators added that 
“the benefit ... has not yet ap- 
peared to any substantial extent, 
although the industry can look for- 
ward to improvement .. . in the 
near future.” 

The tire problem came in for 
close scrutiny by the probers. They 
declared “demand for new tires will 
be such that it will be very diffi- 
cult to provide enough for both 
truck and passenger purposes.” 

“At the present rate of produc- 
tion of truck-type camelback, 
which is about 10,000,000 pounds 
per month,” said the report, “only 
slightly over 600,000 truck tires 
could be recapped at the rate of 
around 18 pounds of camelback 
per recap. 

“If no greater rate of camelback 
production can be obtained during 
1944, it would permit the recapping 


of only about 7,500,000 tires an- 
nually. 
“This number, together with 


4,500,000 new truck tires which the 
Office of Rubber Director estimates 
will be produced this year for civil- 
ian use, would be sufficient to pro- 
vide for only about one-half of the 
estimated tire requirements for 
civilian trucks and buses.”

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Dealer to Dealer a 
Sales Ruled 
Retail by OPA 


WASHINGTON. — Sales of ne 
passenger automobiles from one 
dealer to another are specificall 
identified as retail sales in the re 
vised price schedule containing ceil- 
ings for new automobiles, the Officg 
of Price Administration announced 
last week. 

A more specific description o 
the terms “distributor” and “retai 
dealer” was incorporated into the 
regulation by OPA to end confusio 
in the industry caused by misinter- 
pretation, which in some cases re- 
sulted in the classification of deal 
er-to-dealer sales as _ wholesale 
transactions. Also added to the 
regulation are definitions of “sald 
at retail” and “sale at wholesale.” 

The four terms are described ag 
follows: 

(1) Retail dealer—means any per- 
son who sells automobiles, othe 
than a manufacturer, distributor or 
user. 

(2) Distributor—means any per 
son who under a contract with an 
automobile manufacturer sells the 
manufacturer’s automobiles to thé 
manufacturer’s enfranchised retail 
dealers at wholesale. 

(3) Sale at retail—is a sale whici 
is made by a retail dealer or user 
to any class of purchaser, or whic 
is made by a distributor to the 
public. 

(4) Sale at wholesale—is a sale 
made by a manufacturer or dis- 
tributor to a retail dealer or to 
— manufacturer or distribu 
or.

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In Dramatic Terms... 


U.S. Seeks to Drive Home 
Cost of Short Strikes 


By Robert M. Finlay 
Associate Editor 
DETROIT.—Are_ these, short, 
wildcat strikes that have been oc- 
curring frequently really hurting 
the war effort? 


From the long-range viewpoint 
of history they probably won’t 
amount to much, but in the 
urgency of the moment they loom 
large. Every wildcat strike that can 
be prevented adds so much more to 
Allied power. And so an effort is 
now being made to drive home the 
cost of these quickie strikes by 
using terms that can be grasped 
readily. 

A certain number of man-hours 
lost does not sound iike much, 
but the loss of 1,000 diesel en- 
gines for landing craft at a time 
when landing boats are needed so 
urgently for invasion of Europe, 
has a dramatic appeal. 

And so after the strike last week- 
end at the General Motors diesel 
plant in Grand Rapids, Mich., H. 
W. Anderson, vice-president in 
charge of personnel, announced 
that 1,000 engines had been lost. 
He added that since the plant was 
making parts for the Detroit diesel 
plant, which is on a 24-hour pro- 


duction basis, the loss could tot 
be made up. 

The same news treatment was 
used after the two-day strike at 
the Great Lakes Steel Corp. plant 
in Detroit. At that time, Donald 
M. Nelson, chairman of the War 
Production Board, announced 
that armor plate for 75 landing 
craft had been lost. Shortly after 
that the WPB announced that 
armor-plate work would be dis- 
persed. At the time of the strike 
95 percent of all armor plate for 
landing craft was being made by 
Great Lakes 

It is expected that there will be 
an increasing tendency to reveal 
loss from strikes in dramatic terms 
of weapons lost rather than in the 
more intangible term of man-hours. 

* * * 
Trouble at Ford’s 

A group of 250 Ford workers 
stormed the labor-relations office 
of the aircraft building last week 
in a demonstration against the dis- 
ciplining of three workers. Ford 
officials said that four sets of rec- 
ords were missing from the office, 
which is government property own- 
ed by the Defense Plant Corp. 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents are investigating the dis- 
turbance, which is reported to have 
been caused by the disciplining of 
two former Marines for smoking 
and another worker for striking a 
foreman during a dispute.

A wartime rehabilitation program de- 
signed to maintain the nation’s vital 
motor transportation system by the 
most economical use of replacement 
parts and the least drain upon parts- 
manufacturing facilities, was announced last week by the 
Office of Defense Transportation. The program calls for 
rebuilding and overhauling trucks by the use of rebuilt 
exchange engines, transmissions and rear-axle assemblies. 
These larger component truck units will be exchanged at 
dealer garages for rebuilt units, with a minimum truck 
layover, it was explained. This is designed to keep vehicles 
on the road more days during the year and minimize de- 
terioration of truck transportation equipment. 

It was emphasized that while the demand for exchange 
component units probably will exceed the supply at the 
outset of the program, it is expected that this slack will be 
taken up as rebuilding of used units progresses. W. J. 
Cumming, chief of the ODT’s Vehicle Maintenance section, 
will outline the program in a series of meetings of regional 
ODT officials and industry representatives beginning March 
13. These meetings will be held at Philadelphia, March 13, 
14 and 15; New York, March 16, 17 and 18; Kansas City, 
March 20, 21 and 22; Dallas, March 23, 24 and 25; San 
Francisco, March 28, 29 and 30; Denver, April 3 4 and 5; 
Cleveland, April 7 and 8; Atlanta, April 10, 11 and 12. 


Truck manufacturers already have a working knowledge 
of the procedure, ODT said, since it is similar in many 
respects to their practice of exchanging smaller units, such 
as carburetors, fuel pumps, ignition distributors and gen- 
erators.

New Synthetic Truck Tire 
Hailed as Aid in Crisis 


DETROIT.—A major step has 
been taken in the improvement of 
synthetic rubber truck tires for 
both commercial and military use, 
through the development of a new 
type of tire carcass construction, 
it was announced Friday by United 
States Rubber Co. More than a 
quarter of a million truck tires, 
embodying this new principle in 
tire building, have already been 
manufactured for military use. 

The company is already on limit- 
ed production of these tires for 
commercial civilian users, and will 
be in full production on this type 
of heavy-duty tire by April 1. 

With greatest strain and heat in 
truck tires usually occurring in the 
carcass directly under the tread of 
the tire, the new construction, 
known as the inlaid carcass, places 
from 10 percent to 30 percent of 
crude rubber in this critical region

as the amount of rubber specified 
will permit. The synthetic rubber 
is used in the other parts of the 
carcass.

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On New Vehicles 
Relaxed by WPB 


WASHINGTON. — Revision of 
conservation order M-216 which 
will relieve motor car dealers of 
the burden of processing the en-t 
gines of new vehicles for the first 
90 days after date of production, 
was announced last week by the 
War Production Board. 

Formerly automobile dealers 
were required to treat the engines 
of new vehicles with various 
greases and _ rust-preventives tos 
prevent deterioration in storage. 

In order to identify the date of 
production, manufacturers will now 
be required to affix a production- 
date sticker to the vehicle, showing 
the serial number, name of manu- 
facturer and date of production. 
The revision of processing require- 
ments for engines of new vehicles 
does not, however, relieve dealers 
of the necessity of storing such 
vehicles indoors. If a new vehicl 
remains in the hands of a dealer 
for a period longer than 90 days 
after production date, all provisions 
relating to engine maintenance as 
set forth in M-216 must be com-; 
plied with, WPB officials pointed 
out.
